"WE CAN CONFIRM HE HAS BEEN MARTYRED," KANDAHAR PROVINCIAL 
GOVERNMENT SPOKESMAN ZALMAY AYUBI TOLD AFP, PROVIDING NO FURTHER 
DETAILS. 

A HEALTH OFFICIAL, ALSO SPEAKING ON CONDITION OF ANONYMITY 
BECAUSE OF THE SENSITIVITY OF THE INFORMATION, SAID WALI KARZAI 
HAD BEEN SHOT DEAD. 

"HE WAS SHOT DEAD AT HIS HOUSE BY ONE OF THE VISITING GUESTS NOT 
BY A BODY GUARD, AT AROUND 1 1 :30 AM (0700 GMT)," SAID AN OFFICIAL 
AT AFGHANISTAN'S INTELLIGENCE AGENCY, THE NATIONAL DIRECTORATE OF 
SECURITY. 

THE OFFICIAL SAID THE GUNMAN HAD HIMSELF BEEN KILLED BY OTHER 
BODYGUARDS.
